The scarcity of coal and the high prices, which are gradually 


ascending in spite of government/regulation, are leading to 
the consideration of wood as fuel. ..The time was when wood 
was the sole reliance of New England in 'the fuel line, but with 
the development and extension of the coal business the black 
diamonds began to take the place of wood and the process was 
continued until (he latter was practically thrown into the dis- 
card. As the use of coal increased stoves were rapidly and 
greatly improved, and then came the steam and hot wa'ter and 
hot air furnaces, which largely supplanted the stove for purely 
heating purposes, and the habits of the people, particularly in 
the villages and cities, were completely changed. The wood 
piles and the sawbucks and bucksaws disappeared and the coal 
man was looked to for fuel supplies. 


The change was natural. The coal fire-does not need the 


attention that a woo'd fire does, except when it develops a

However, circumstances alter cases, and this winter coal is 


not as plentiful as could be desired, while prices are simply 
staggering. For this reason the use of wood is again in order 
wherever its use is found practicable. 
But the price of wood 


is also very high, ra'ther higher than natural conditions would 
seem to warrant. In many parts of New England there is an 
abundance of wood, and it would seem that the owners might 
dp a good business in marketing it at this time. Owing to 'the 
high cost of labor the chopping and hauling may cost more 
than it did in the days when wood was more generally used, 
but there is no good reason why the price should be from $10 
to Sl.2 a cord, as reported in many places. The price has been 
bobsted because coal is high, just as the price of fish is boosted] 
when meat is high, no matter how plentiful fish may be, 


It would, be a boon to (he people now if wood were to be 


_ placed on the market at a reasonable price, as it could be if the 


owners were not looking for profits as sharply as (he coal men 
are. 
There is much forest land'in parts of New England 


where the wood as it stands is worth next 'to nothing, and 
whatever it would bring in the market above the lalior cost 
would be almost clear profit. 
But, according to qutffations, 


Hid labor cost is but a small proporfion of what buyers have 
to pay.

Ppr this reason the use of wood will do less towards re- 


lieving .the coal shortage than it should, as:a't an equal cost all 
will burn coal who can possibly get it.

enough cheaper to make,its use an object—and there is reaso"

mand for coal and the price, if it did not come down, would 
stpjrgoing.up. 
It is a pity that a substitute fuel, which is 


within easy reach in.so many places, can not be made use o 
at/a good profit to the owners and a substantial saving to con 
sumers.
